“T understand a ‘black hand’ the- 
ory has been advanced. In my opin. 
ion the murderer wished to ‘ get’ Briz- 
zolara, but it is difficult to say whether 
any black hand could be connected 
with it, because Brizzolara was born 
in Chicago and this “society does not 
molest any. but those born in southern 
Italy.” 

That the murder was planned by 
either a lunatic homicidal tend- 
encies or was the work of a dangerous, 
cold-blooded criminal is the belief of 
Capt. Morgan Collins, who was early 
on the scene of the crime.
